hielknap?s residence, in Lincoln'street. Dr. Byles 
called on Mr. Hill, and inquired 

‘Do you still?” 

That is ny business)’ Mr. Hill replied. 

(Then will you go with me and still my wife?” 
sid Dr. Byles. 

‘As he was once occupied in nailing some list 
upon bis doors, to exctinle the cold, a parishioner 
said to him: ‘the wind bloweth wheresoever it 
listeth, De, Byles.? 

‘es; sity’ replied the doctor, fand man listeth 
Wheresoever the wind blowetb.? 

He was intimate with General Knox, who was 
» booksel er beforo the war. When American 
trocps took poseession of the town, after the evac- 
uation, Knox, who bad become quite corpulen! 
inotebed on at the bead of bis artillery. As he 
josved on, Byles, who thought bitnself privileged 
bn old scores, exclaimed, loud enough to be heard 
urnever sate AN ox (a'Knox) fatter in my fife.” 

But Knox was not in the vein. He felt offend 
e11 by this freedon, especially froin Byles, who was 
then kuown to bea tory, out replied in uncourtly 
terms, that he was a fool. 

In May, 1777, Dr, Byles was arrested 09 tory: 
and subsequently tried, convicted to confinement 
fou board a.guordship, and gent to England with 
is fomily in forty day’, Thiy sentence was chan- 
ged by board of war, to confinement in bis own 
house. A guard was placed over him. After a 
time the sentinel was removed, alterwards replac- 
cil, ond again removed, when the doctor exclsi 
ed, that he had been guarded, and disregarded.— 
He called hid sentry bis observ-a-tory! 

Perceiving one worning (hat the seotinel, a sim= 
ple fellow, was absent, ond seeing Dr, Byles hici- 
relf pacing before his own door, With o musket on 
his shoulder, the neighbors stepped over to inquire 
the cause. 

4You see,? said tbe doctor, 
to let me go for some milk for wy family, but be 
Would not suffer me to stir. I reasoned the matter 
with bia, ond he has gone himself to get it for mey 
on condition that I keep cuard in hie absence.” 

Upon the 19th of May, 1780, the most memor.~ 
bodark day, a lady wrote to the doctor, as fol 
lows: 

‘Dear doctor—How do you account for this 
darkuess?? And received his immediate reply — 
‘Dear Madam—I amas much iu the dark 03 you 
ore.” 

This for senteutious brevity, bas never been sur 
passed, unless by the correspondence Letween the 
Comedion, Sain Foote, snd bis mother: 

‘Dear Sam—I ow in jail? 

Dear Mother—So om 

Fro Wie time of the Stamp Act, 1775, to the 
period of the revolution, the cry had been repeated 
Ih every lorm of phraseology, that our grievauces 
should be redressed. On atine morning when the 
toultitude had gathered on the common to see a 
teglinent of red coats paraded there, who hal re~ 
cently arrived, the doctor said il, T think we

Had not this eccentric mon possessed some very 
excellent ond amiable qualities, he couli! not have 
maintained his relation to the Hellis Street Church 
tnd society for forty-three yeors, from 1733 to 
1776, and bave separated from ther ot lest, for po 
litical considerations alone.

to which all bave too long been blind. Every 
where we eee a disposition on the part of the peo- 
ple to wrest {roo congress ifs osurped ownership 
of the public lands, ond to reclaim tbe birthright 
which bos been hawked for purchase. The enor- 
inous corruptions of the federal internal improve: 
ment systeus must also, ere long, awaken popular 
indig: ation to sweep them away’ before it. Awd 
the day ty not for from this our present one, when 
the whole mass of pamphlets, exsays, speeches 
editorials, and legislative reports, which bave su 
(aiued the system of indirect taxation for “prote 
tion,’ and Os a inain source of revenue, will be 
banished from our congress, our libraries, and our 
daily press, to those more congenial scenes, ‘the 
humane but melancholy receptacles of Urokea 
minds.”—St, Lovis Timer.
